Tlisse  vi^orks  are  most  inefficient  and  cannot  j^roduee  a 
satisfactory  effluent.

V>/heston.  A Joint  scheme  for  dealin^  -with  boch  sewage  and  surface 

water  was  begun  in  conjunction  with  Derbyshire  County  Council,  and  is 
almost  complete,

General, 


The  forego  .ing  are  the  main  improvements  which  have 
beeii  bejgun  during  the  year  buit  much  still  remains  to  be  done.  These  were 
detailed  last  year  and  I find  nothing  to  add  other  than  to  stress,  once 
again  that  taking  xhe  disirict  as  a whole  there  are  many  villages  where 
sewage  disposal  is  sadly  dexficiont. 


HOQSmG. 


The  number  of  houses  completed  by  the  Council  during  the  year 
was  39  compared  with  46  completed  during  the  previous  year,  decrease  of  7. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  by  private  enterprise  was  12 
compared  with  7 in  1951,  an  increase  of  5. 

The  licensing  restrictions  ha- e been  relayed  out  tlie  _.ro^ress 
has  remained  subscaitLally  the  same. 

There  were  two  applications  made  under  the  Housing  Act  1949, 
for  improvement  gxants  aiid  approved  by  the  Ministry  jf  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  the  work  on  one  of  che  houses  was  satisfactorily  completed. 

The  erection  and  completion  of  new"  houses  is  still  one  of  the 
most  pressing  needs  and  it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  any  demolition  work 
under  the  Housing  Act  at  the  present  time. 

All  houses  which  had  been  inspected  and  surveyed  during  1937-1939 
have  been  inspected  again  individually.  Substantially  the  position  reported 
then  is  uiichanged.  Home  houses  have  been  improved  or  are  in  course  of 
improvement  and  some  have  deteriorated,

It  is  unfortunate  that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
notified  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  - 12  as  against  5 last  year. 

There  was  a sharp  rise  in  the  numbers  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cou^  but  this  was  general  throughout  the  country. 

Both  these  diseases  appear  to  have  undergone  some  change  during 
the  past  twenty  years  in  that  they  seem  to  be  less  severe,  on  the  whole. 
Treatment,  too  has  advanced  considerably  and  complications,  when  met,  can 
be  countered  much  more  effectively.  This,  however,  does  not  mean  that  these 
diseases  should  be  lightly  rej^arded  by  those  havin^^  the  care  of  children. 

An  early  call  for  medical  aid  is  still  justified  and  desirable.
